West  Family  House 
Pleasant  Hill,  Kentucky 


Pleasant  Hill  has  now  been  restored  to  its  early 
19th  century  appearance,  when  the  Shaker  colony 
was  at  its  peak.  Shakers  were  always  hospitable  to 
the  “world’s  people”  as  they  terrfted  outsiders  and 
their  village  is  once  more  welcoming  travelers  as 
of  old. 

The  smallest  of  the  three  family  houses  at 
Pleasant  Hill  is  the  West  Family  House,  built  in 
1 82 1  for  older  Shakers  with  less  arduous  duties.  It 
-  now  has  14  guest  rooms  and  three  lounges.  Often 
used  for  meetings,  parties  and  receptions. 

The  building  is  brick,  Flemish  bond,  incised  line 
joint;  other  features  are  crown  mold  gutter,  stone 
splash  blocks,  raised  panel  doors.  Exterior  wood¬ 
work  is  white  and  interior  woodwork  is  Shaker 
light  blue.  It  has  wrought  iron  Shaker  latches, 
arched  openings  in  halls,  dormer  lookout.
